It has takeg a step which should 
have been tak ong since, lRallroad 
employes, If properly instructed, can 
aid much In relieving the sufferings 
of injured people imméiintely after 
acidents have occurred. They are in- 
variably the tirst on the spot. They 
are, as a rule, practical, strony and 
Intelligent men. By following the 
right sort of methods they will prove 
of great assistance to physicians. 
They van easily be taught to attend to 
simple fractures, to alleviate suffer- 
Ing nnd even to administer the neces 
sary medicine in certain cases. 

When accidents occur, it Is prompt 
ness of help which counts the most. 
In the majority of cases, it takes sev- 
eral houre before needed surgical 
treatment can be obtained, Such a 
delny often entails the loss of Ife or 
limb which could have been saved by 
prompt assistance. It is to be hoped 
that other railroad corpors#tious will 
deem it expedient to follow the exam- 
ple set by the Philadelphin and lead. 
ing. Their own interests, If not purely 
humane considerations, should urga

Oats 
in the proportion of one-third ground 
oa's to two-thirds «cornmeal have beeg 
fed with good results, Whole oats 
Beattered thinly on the floor is report- 
el excellent for brood sows whea 
maintenance and not rapld gain Is de- 
Birel, Sorghum-seed meal fed wet 
had a feeding value of about 55 per 
cent, of that of cornmeal, Hogs maln- 
tained themselves and made some 
gain øn sorghum sirup  skimmings 
alone. When fel with cornmeal good 
gains were made. 

Hogs did no relish plreon-grass 
seed alone. but on one-third pigeon-

It 
is due to the fact that, by close con- 
tact, Maine and Massachusetts and 
New York and Michigan are being 
warmed at the sun’s fireside, even as 
one side of a piece of bread is toasted 
by being exposed to the kitchen stove's | 
heat while the other side of that plece 
of bread remains unscorched.” “Oh, 
no,” answered my poetic friend. “The 
snow disappears not on account of the 
gun's rays, but because the finmes 
glowing among the feathers of the 
red breasted robins have melted them. 
Have you not noticed, as a rule, the 
snowflakes never entirely disappear 
until those harbingera of the summer 
flowers have stamped them out of ex- 
istence?" 

Beautiful thought that! Beautiful 
to think that the winged forerunner of 
the spring, the chirping robin, should 
be carrying around with him a bra- 
zier filled with burning coals, as the 
ancient kings used to do when they 
traveled, and everywhere he alights

First, like.the song bird, God bids us 
sing because he has given to us mu- 
sical throats with which to sing. As 
the brown tBrush or the redbird or the 
nightingale is able to lift his voice in 
treble or fantasia or lullaby or cantata 
or serenade, God, by anatomical con- 
struction of the throat, has made it 
possible for us to sound forth musical 
notes in his name. He has not discon- 
nected our windpipes from the great 
He has not had 
us born with palsied tongue, or with 
deaf ears. But as God has placed in 
the larynx of every singthg bird's 
throat a thin membrane, so be has 
stretched over the end of almost every 
human being’s windpipe a fibrous, elas- 
tic tissne which will vibrate as we at- 
tempt to sing or speak. We ought, one 
and all, to be grateful that God has 
given t> us anatomically a musical 
throat with which we can sing his 
praises. Thank God today for the pow- 
er of the speaking throat. We nre all 
ready to ocknowledge our indebted- 
ness to him for the blessings of the 
eye. If you are not, then read that 
wonderfa] story written by the most 
famous of living English authors. The 
book opex with n deatription of a 
noted war artist who is growing blind. 
Frenzledly he works at his last canvas, 
then the dark cloud of total obscura- 
tlon falls upon him. His friends leave 
him one by one for the Egyptian war. 
He alts in his room alone, an object of 
pity, until xt last, crazed by horror, he 
starta for the front and is there merci- 
fully shot by an Arab's bullet. Sight! 
Ob, yes, with every glorious sunrise, 
with every architecture of frost upon 
window pane, with every masterplece 
of autumn řoħage, with every walk 
over country hill or through city street, 
we are all ready to gay: “Thank God 
for two eyes! ‘[hank God for the win- 
dows of the soul!’

David Glasgow Farragut, 
one of the most resplendent characters 
in naval history, was born July 5, 1801. 
With the exception of an engagement 
in which he participated as a mere boy 
of thirteen, Farragut never smelled 
gunpowder in actual battle until he 
was sixty-one years of age. For near: 
ly fifty long years he walked the ship's 
deek in times of peace. Had he been 
retired at sixty years of age from tlre 
service American bistory would bave 
had one of its brightest lights snuffed 
out before it had had any opportunity 
to shine,  Jobn Milton, in some re- 
spects, is the greatest name in English 
literature, Yet old, blind and neglect- 
ed by his people, he had to write for 
posterity because the men of his own 
times and generation would not listen 
to his poetic song. Edmund Burke, 
one of the greatest of the English 
statesmen of his time, most of his life 
was practically a statesman without 
an office, or, if in office, one who held 
a very subordinate place. Ro little was 
he honored by his parliamentary col- 
leagues that it was once said, “No man 
could empty the house of commons so 
quickly ns-when Edmund Burke arose 
to speak.” Jonathan Edwards, the 
greatest of New England theologians, 
was driven out of his Northampton | 
pulpit In 1750 and for cight long yenrs 
the ablest of American metaphysicians 
lived in the little village of Stock- 
bridge because no first class church 
wanted to bear him preach. Henry 
David Thoreau, after publishing his 
pastoral masterplece, “A Week on the 
Concord and the Merrimac Rivers,” 
could find so few buyers that the pub- 
lishers threw back seven-tenths of the 
first edition upon bis hands. It was at 
this time that Thoreau bitterly wrote, 
“I have now a library of 900 volumes, 
700 of which I wrote myself.” Oh, 
yes! We have seen many and many 
human birds with musical throats who 
could sing if any one wanted to hear 
them sing. But the trouble is that 
thousands of men can sing who have 
no opportunity to sing. Thank God, 
my brother, if you have not only tal- 
ents, but present opportunities for us- 
ing those talents, In your Master's 
rervice. 

Our Opportunities. 

In all probability there are few of 
us here who have not our opportuni- 
tles. When the American fleet was 
about to enter Manila harbor some one 
proposed to the American commodore 
that the coal barges be sent ahead. If 
there were any hidden mines in the 
harbor it wns better to have pieces of 
coal blown skyward ` than’ human 
bodies. To that advice Commodore 
Dewey sald: “No; the Olympla shall 
go In first. For two reasons do I make 
this decision. First, we need the coal. 
If defeated and the coal ships nre de- 
stroyed we are lost. Second reason, I 
have waited thirty years for this op- 
portunity, and no man shall take It 
away from me.” Commodore Dewey 
may have had to walt thirty years for 
his opportunity, but we do not have to 
walt one month, one week or one day 
or one hour to serve Christ. Today 
our opportunity is here. Like the song 
birds, we have musical throats with 
which to sing, and we also have the 
open heaven under which to sing. We 
have the talent and also the opportu- 
ulty to use the talent. 

Like the song birda, we have a mag- 
nificent subject for our songs. Every 
truly great sculptor ta Inspired by his 
theme. Artists have their models. 
Mere portrait painters strive to repro- 
duce a face, but an immortal artist 
studies more than n mere face, He 
tries by tbe ald of his model to por- 
tray tove or hate, war or peace, fame 
or disgrace, the creation or the nativ- 
ity. The grander the theme the grent- 
tt the opportunities of the picture, 

Choose a Mighty Theme. 

What ts true of painting and sculp- 
ture i» also true of music. Beethoven 
and Wagner and Mendelssohn and 
Handel did wot employ thelr genius In 
a street dityy. They trained thelr ears 
to catch the wolces of the winds, which 
can only ‘be weard upon the heights of 
Mount Olympus. ‘They called thelr 
oratorion by the mighty names of “The 
Messiah,” “The Deluge,” "The Prodigal 
Son,” “The Light of the World,” “Sam- 
von,” “Saul,” “Esther,” “Joshua,” EI- 
Jab” and “Paul,” “Jephthah,” “Israel 
In Egypt,” “The Creation,” “The Wom- 
an of Samarin.” So our singing birds 
in thelr oratorios have glorious themes 
to sing about. ‘Their song Is the res- 

urrection. They sing of the bursting 
seeds and the incense of swinging fow- 
ers. They sing of the winter which is 
gone and the harvests which are to 
come. They sing of the sheep which

The theme! The theme! What is the 
inspiring theme of your lifes song?

As Cyrus W. Field, 
when a young, man, consecrated his 
mental energles to compel the mer- 
maids of electric sclence with lightning 
rapidity to carry men’s messages under 
the sens, and clung to that purpose for 
years and- years against. obloquy and 
taunts nnd sneers, will you, in the 
same persistent, enthusiastic way, fight 
to allevinte physical suffering? Will 
you attune your life to the upliftment 
of mankind, as John Howard sang his 
sweet song in convicts’ cells, or Flor- 
ence Nightingale sang ber song among 
the booming guns of the Crimenn war? 
Will you become Christ's apostle to the 
gentiles down in the slums, as John 
Ellot was called the “Apostle to the 
Massachusetts Indians?" In the old 
country village meeting house the lead- 
er of the choir, before the nge of or- 
gan or piano. would arise and with a 
little bar of steel strike the keynote of 
the sons. Every human being has a 
note by which to start his song. Upon 
what keynote. O man, are- you today 
steriing the musie of your ife’s song? 
The theme! The theme! What is the 
Inspiring, uplifting theme of your life's « 
music? | 

The Chorus of the Woods. 

Again. God bids us, like the song 
birds, sing because he does not expect 
us to be soloists, but to take an essen- | 
thal part in a great life's chorus, The 
true Leauty of the song bird's singing 
is that he carries a part and not a 
whole day's solitary musical recitation. 
Like the piccolo, or the clarinet, his 
voice may be shrill. or like the flute, 
soft and sweet, or like the bass viol, 
loud sand deep: but whether soft or 
loud, his voice has a part, an essential 
part, in the chorus of the woods, 

If you would know how_essentlal the 
birds’ voices are for the musical sweet- 
ness of the woods just go with me some 
day up among the forest covered hills. 
AB we trump on and the twigs snap 
under our feet nnd our voices are toss- 
ed in echo from tree to tree the birds 
scurry naway or silently hide behind 
their curtain of lenves. They act a 
good denl as do the village children 
when city people are riding through 
the country. They run into the house 
or barn and keep very quiet. But if 
you pay no attention to those children 
they will begin to peek out of the.win- 
dows” or behind-the- wood- house, and 
then they will gradually come out and 
watch you as you disappear down the 
road, Such is the way the feathered 
musicians of the forest act. When you 
first-enter -the woods-and call to-them 
to sing they will keep as silent as the 
grave, but If you Ne down at the foot 
of some ginnt onk and pretend you are 
asleep the many voices of the birds 
will then begin their seemingly endless 
chorus, First there will be n twitter, 
then an answering call, then o duet, 
then a third voice will break In and 
make the trio. Then off in the distance 
n woodpecker will beat time, like the 
drumstick tapping upon the sheepskin. 
Then a great wave of harmony, like 
Handel's “Hallelujah Chorus,” will roll 
over you. Then sudden silence. Again 
the music will start, and a new concert 
will be masterfully rendered, each 
bird's voice not-much in itself, but 
each nn essential part of the great 
wood's chorus. 


An Inspiration, 

It Is wonderful to realize how quick- 
ly a musical conductor knows when 
any of his musicians are not dolug as 
they ought to do. I once read of a 
grent orchestra of hundreds of pleces 
being gathered together. When every 
musician was doing his part, and the 
sounds rose nnd fell like voices of 
many waters, the piccolo player 
thought he would stop and see if the 
leader would miss him, No sooner did 
he stop than the leader pointed his 
baton toward the silent man and sald, 
“Play! Play! Yoo are an essential 
part of the plece. Do you hear me? 
Play.” So, in thd great musical chorus 
for the salvation of the world, God 
bids us ench to sing and take our part, 
as ench bird of the woods has his 
singing part. Sing! Sing! Today in 
Christ's name sing, ns the song birds 
in the springtime. Sing your part in 
the “Song of Moses and the Lamb.” 

Like the singing birds, we should not 
only sing because we have an essential 
part In God's great chorus, but because 
each song bird 
birds to sing. A little canary In a 
room nione may not care to warble. 


But It is different when two or three 
birdcages are hanging in the windows 


through which the sun is shining. Then 
one bird's note will Inspire the other 
birds. One bird's song will make the 
other birds sing. So men and women, 
singing Christ's songs, will inspire 
other men and women to sing them. 
Men and women pray better and often- 
er if they pray together. They love 
God more and are more willing to 
make sacrifices for the Master, i£ they 
love and serve him in groups, as the 
little company gathered in the upper 
chamber, to awalt the coming of the 
Holy Ghost, They are more willing 
to go out Into the byways and hedges 
and carry the gospel to the bind, the 
Ceaf, the dumb, the crippled and the 
poor, If they go forth ns Christ sent bis 
disciples, two by two, and not alone. 
Oh, my brother and sister, in God's 
great chorus of redemption, will you 
not sing and inspire your neighbors 
and loved ones to sing also? 
In Christ's Name, 

During the dark days of the Amer- 
ican civil war, after the two opposing 
armies had been watching each other 
for months upon the opposite banks 
of the Potomac river, there came a 
night of strange song, which will al- 
ways be remembered by those who 
were participants in the scene. The 
moon was shining brightly. The sur- 
face of the river was reflecting the

froin above. “Thé only sounds fo be 
heard were the going forth of the relief 
guards nnd the call of the sentries, 
“All’s well along the Potomac,” While 
the stillness of death seemed to pre- 
vail, a northern soldier was writing to 
hia mother. As he wrote he became 
very homesick for the sight of the old 
farm. He softly began to sing the 
words which John Howard Payne 
wrote when he was a helpless, sick, 
friendless, lonely exile. He sang the 
words all Americans have sung a hun- 
dred times. As the homesick boy sang 
the men in the next tent took up the 
refrain, Then the song went from 
company to company, regiment to regl- 
ment, brigade to brigade, until it leap- 
ed across the river, and the Confeder- 
ate army sang it ns well as the Ied- 
eral oemy. Then the war hounds, 
Which had been growling In rage and 
showing their white teeth and tugging 
at thelr chains, turned and went into 
their kennels ond lay down to listen 
to the music. 

As thatone homesick boy's song found 
its echo in the song of his company, 
and in the song of his regiment, and in 
the song of his army, and in the song 
of the great host which were lying 
upon the opposite side of Virginia's 
bank, shall not our Christ's song in- 
spire others to sing? One bird can 
make a whole forest sound with inspir- 
ing songs. Shall not we inspire those 


in our homes and stores and churches f 


to sing? Sing in Christ's name. Sing 
as the song birds sing. Sing as the 
us sing. “Let every- 
thing that hath breath praise the 
Tord.” Sing! Sing! Triumphantly 
nnd everlastingly sing. Sing, for the 
time of the singing of all Christians as 
well as of birds has come. 

Our lives are songs, God writes the words

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Increase In Church Membership. 

In 1800 only 7 per cent of the total 
population of the United States were 
church members, wherens today the 
ratio js 36 per cent,*tlie members in- 
creasing from 364,000 to 29,000,000. Not

Problems That Prevent Suc- 
cessful Air Travel. 


oi LIMITATIONS OF MOTOR. 


May Make One Trip, but 
Whether It Will Survive’ is a 
Question—Argument Against Bal- 
loons — The Difficulty of Bal- 
ance. 

Among the gifts that science con- 
ceals in the lucky bag of the future, 
the possibility of flight is certainly 
most alluring: We have all-flown 
in dreams—whch may be.an uncon- 
scious reminiscence of the sports of 
our “probably arboreal” ancestors— 
but the men who have actually flown 
in modern times can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand, and most of 
them, like Lillenthal and Pilcher, 
came to a sudden end in consequence. 
Yet the possibility is so attractive 
that when we want to pass our high- 
est commendation on a sport—skating 
or motoring or sculling in an outrig- 
ger or free-wheeling down Hindhead 
—we say it is “like flying.” How long 
will it be before we are able to test 
that comparison by personal experi- 
ence, 

For many centuries men have vain- 
ly striven to make themselves wings, 
and have always failed because a 
man’s weight is so much greater than 
that of a bird in proportion to his 
muscular strength that he cannot sup- 


į port himself as the swallow and the 


albatross do easily. Consequently, 
when the balloon had been perfected, 
and it was seen thai It afforded a kind 
of raft or swimming belt for would- 
be fiyer, it was natural that aeronauts 
should endeavor to solve the problem 
of navigating a balloon in any desired 
direction, and so approach the art of 
filght b, „uite a different avenue from 
that of nature. The problem seemed 
to resemble that .of adding bars- or 
Bails to the raft, and so producing 
an airy analogue to the galley of the 
sailing ship. 

Unfortunately the analogy is in- 
complete. A ship is exposed to two 
different sets of forces, The water 
supports It, while the wind provides 
a method of propulsion. The dismast- 
ed hull drifts helplessly wiih the 
tide, but when sails are added it can 
progress In any direction, with or 
against the wind. But the balloon, 
wholly immersed in the air, is inca- 
pable of tacking. and floats at the, ex- 
act speed of the alr current in which 
it is Immersed. Sails are useless to 
because ‘here is’ no denser me- 
dium to prevent its making leeway. 

Thus the problem became solely one 
of attaching a propeller which would 
drive the balloon against the wind 
when necessary, 

But there is an obvious limit to 
what can be done in this direction. A 
practcal flying machine, if it is to be 
more than the toy of the sporisman 
or a convenient ald to scouting in 
war, must be able to make a journey 
n a given direction under any con- 
ditions of weather. Think what this 
means, The average speed of the 
wind at a moderate” elevation, as 
shown by the anemometers on the 
Elffel Tower. is about eighteen miles 
an hour. If we assume a speed of 
twen.y miles an hour as necessary 
for a fying mach'ne which is to be 
as useful and reliuble as a motor car 
or the steamship, such a machine 
must obviously be able to travel 
about forty miles an hour through 
still air in order te ach eve this mod- 
erate speed when an average wind is 
blowing againxt it. 

But how is any balloon made of a 
textile fabric to travel forty miles an 
hour through the air? All experience 
—such as that derived from the be- 
havior of captive balloons in high 
winds—shows that the thing is im- 
Possiblo unless the balloon is con- 
structed of some material at least ns 
rigid as steel. Ai such a speed the 
ordinary clgar-shaped balloon, even 
if not utterly destroyed, would be go 
pitted and deformed that its speed 
would soon disappear. In o.her words, 
the successful tlying machine must be 
heavier than its own weight of air; 
in that case, why bother with a bal- 
lon at all? 

This line of argumen: 
of Prof. Langley, Sir Hiram Maxim 
and the other experimenters who 
have copled the bird and tried to 
bulld flying machines which depend 
for thelr power of remaining in the 
air solely on the support which the 
atmosphere gives to an inclined sur. 
face’ gilding through it. 

But here also there is a grave ob- 
stacle jn the way. The balloontst, 
perhaps, cannot fly agains. a wind of 
any strength, but at least he can fly 
in calm weather, with a fair prospect 
of landing safely, The flying ma- 
chine proper can rise anıl fiy well 
enough, but i. is literally a toss up 
whether it will ever make a second 
trip. Prof. Langley’ models have 
been picked up mere wrecks of tang- 
led wires, The trouble is that of bal- 
ance; once thrown off its center, the 
flying machine is a helpless log and 
comes down. Through countless cen- 
turles birds have evolved thelr won- 
derful Instinct for balancing in the 
alr, so that even If a sudden gus! up- 
sets them they re over neatly, 

How Is the tying machine to ac- 
quire such a knack? There does: not 
seem to be much oppor unity for prac- 
tice on the part of its steersman, 
whose first mistake may be punished 
with instan: death. Verhaps some 
device analogous to the balance. cham- 
ber of the Whitehead torpedo will 
suddenly emerge to solve the problem 
and earn a colossal fortune for {ts 
inventor

MAKE THE BOYS LAUGH. 


New System of Examination For the 


Naval Academy. 

A new system of examination to de- 
termine fitness of applicants to enter 
the Naval academy at Annapolis is be- 
ing talked of among educators, and, 
even though its adoption is the remot- 
est of possibilities, it opens up a line 
of thought which is not without gen- 
eral Interest. 

Foes of the competitive examination 
system are rejoicing over the adoption 
by the British government of a plan 
favored by the admiralty. It is dif- 
cult to classify this plan, but that It is 
a novelty there can be no doubt. Any- 
way it is the scheme by which the fu- 
ture British navy is being chosen and is 
therefore worth passing mention. 

Instead of examining the candidates 
in each district for which na congress- 
man or senator may have the naming 
of an entrant to the academy, as Is the 
usual course with us, ascertaining the

Diamonds In Storage. 

“There are thousands of millions of 
dollars’ worth of diamonds stored in 
the deep deeps, or underground safety 
deposit vaults, at the Kimberley mines 
in South Africa,” said J. H. Mortimer 
of Chicago. Mr. Mortimer was a Brit- 
Ish soldier in the war with the Boers 
In 1881, and became intimately ac- 
quainted with the conditions there. 
“The natives go down deep into the 
mines and bring up the claylike earth, 
which Is spread in the sun and dried 
into a scaly brittle material. This is 
examined very closely for the precious 
stones, which are picked out. They are 
nothing but rough looking pebbles, and 
their value cannot be estimated with 
any degree of certainty until they are 
polished. But the pebbles are not 
polished at once, They are packed up 
and sent down into the bowels of the 
carth again. The mine owners will 
not allow them to be sold, as the 
market would be flooded and the price 
would go down so that there would be 
no protit In the gems. Instead they 
ore stored in big vaults and brought 
up a few at a time, as the market con- 
ditions demand. As I sald, there are 
thousands of millions-of dollars’ worth 
of diamonds stored away.”—Milwaukee 
Wisconsin, 


War and Divorces. 

According to the Jewish World, a 
very touching editorial appeared in a 
recent issue of the Hebrew dally Ha- 
zefirah of Warsaw, Poland, where the 
editor, Mr. Sorolow, calls attention to 
the Talmudic law which requires every 
married man before going on the bat- 
Ueficld to grant a conditional divorce 
to his wife, that she may remarry if 
he does not return within a reasonable 
time after the end of the war. 

The rabbis of Lodz have caused all 

the Jewish soldiers that left that city 
for the sent of war to grant such di- 
vorces, and Editor Sorolow suggests 
that the example of Lodz should be 
copied all over Russia. 
* Every married soldier, volunteer or 
reserve, registers with a rabbi his 
pame, address, age, height, birthmarks, 
name of company and regiment he 
Joins, and the rabbi keeps a record of 
ithe same until the soldier returns from 
tthe war. 

If a reasonable time after the close 
of the war elapses and the soldier does 
not return he is counted among the lost 
and unidentified dead, and his wife ob- 
tains the divorce from that rabb! grant- 
ing her the right to remarry. 


THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


Advice Given to Them by Charles 
Reade Sixty Years Age. 

Sixty years ago Charles Reade, the 
famous English novelist, wrote the 
following words. There has been no 
change in Russia nor in the condition 
of the Russian Jews since then, and 
his advice, says the New York Journal, 
is as appropriate today as it was in 
1840: 

This sudden persecution of the Jews 
In the very nation ‘where they are 
most numerous, may it not be a pre- 
cursory sign and a reminder from 
Providence that their abiding city is 


| not in Russian? | 


I almost think some such failides | 
Was needed, for when I was a boy the 
plous Jews still longed for the Holy 
Land. They prayed, like Daniel, with 
their windows open townrd Jerusaleni, 

Yet, now tuat the broken and 4 


` poverished Saracen would cede them 


territory at one-tenth of Its agricul- 
tural and commercial value, a cold in- 
difference seems to have come over 
them, 

I often wonder at this change of 
sentiment about so great n matter and 
in so short a period, comparatively 
spenking, and puzzle myself as to the 
reason. 


1” Two solutions occur to me: (l) Dis- 


persed in various nations, whose aver- 


| Age inhabitants are inferior in intelli- 


gence and forethought to themselves, 
they thrive as individual aliens more 
than they may think so great a multi- 
tude of Jews could thrive in a land of 
their own, where blockbeads would be 
scarce. (2) They have for centuries 
contracted their abilities to a limited 
number of peaceful arts and trades; 
they may distrust their power to di- 
versify their abilities, and be suddenly 
a complete nation, with soldiers, snil- 
ors, merchants, husbandmen, as well 
as financiers and artists. 

If I should happen to be anywhere 
near the mark in these suggestions, 
let me offer n word in reply to both ob- 
jections. In the first place, they both 
prove too inuch, for they wonld keep 
the Jews dispersed forever. It is cer- 
tain, therefore, they will have to be 
got over some day, and therefore the 
sooner the better. 

As to objection one, it is now proved 
that sojourning among inferior nations 
has more drawbacks than living at 
home. True, ghe Russian yokel has for 
years been selling to the Jews his sum- 
mer labor in winter and at a heavy 
discount. But the silly, improvident 
brute has turned like n wild beast 
upon them and, outwitted lawfully, 
has, massacre! them contrary, to law, 
and truly Solomon had warned them 
there is no animal more dangerous 
than a fool and a brute beast without 
understanding. 

Resides, they need not evacuate other 
countries in a burry and before the re- 
sources of their own Innd are develop- 
ed. Palestine can be colonized effectu 
ally from Ruasia alone, where there 
are 3,000,000 Jews trembling for life 
and property, and the rest would fol- 
low. 

As to the second objection, history is 
n looking gluss at our Dacks. ‘Turn 
round and loo’ into it with your head 
as well as your eyes, and you shall see’ 
the future. Whatever Jews have done 
Jews muy do. 

They are people of genius, and 
genius fs not confined by nature, but 
by will, by habit or by accident, To 
omit to try is not to fall. What bave 
this people tried heartily and failed in? 
Warriors, writers, builders, merchants, 
lawgivers, husbandmen, and supreme 
in all! 

Therefore, if by any chance this re- 
cent outrage should decide the Jewish 
leaders to culou'ze Palestine from Rus- 
sia, let us freely offer ships, seamen, 
money—whatever we are asked for. It 
will be a better national Investment 
than Egyptian, Brazilian or Petuyian 
bonds.

A British lawyer twitted a New 
York member of the bar on what the 
former was pleased to call American 
lack of sentiment. The twit was made 
on carnation day. 

“I read in your newspapers,” sald the 
Briton, “that the carnation was to be 
worn on a certain day out of respect 
to the memory of the Inte President 
McKinley. As my wife is an American, 
I bought a carnation on the day set, 
In the big hotel where I am stopping | 
was the only man whose lapel had the 
president's Hower. I had some business 
that day in ono of your courts, and I 
was the only man inside the bar who 
wore the caruation. Even the Judge 
was withont it. I know it was through 
no disrespect to the memory of a man 
whom all good men respected. You 
are simply too commercial over here 
to Indulge in sentiment. You ought 
to be anywhere in England on prim- 
rose day, and you would understand 
what I mean."—New York Globe. 


Parish Dancing Lessons. 

What would have been thought a 
generation ago of a professional danc- 
ing master as an agent of church mis- 
sionary work? His services are now 
in demand in several New York city 
parishes. By the report of the rector 
of Calvary Eplacopal church they have 
proved valuable as a counter attrac- 
tion to public hall dancing, where the 
associations are often evil. 

The Calvary experiment was in line 
with that begun by St. Bartholomew’s 
church, Saturday evening dancing 
classes were organized in the church 
gymnasium, and in these many young 
people nt once showed themselves in- 
terested, the attendance increasing 
through the season. Their success as- 
sures thelr continuation next year.

THE FARM GIRL 


A Large, Variety soff Occupa- 
tions Open to Her. 


| Should Select One that Id Siited to 


Her Neighborhood. 


In a symposium in*the Wisconsin 
Farmer on the possibilities of a farm- 
er’s daughter enjoying an income, and 
yet living at home, there are many 
Suggestions offered. We ‘quote ex 
tracts from some of the. letters: 

“A, little vassing for various ar- 
ticles will aid and is usually attended 
with good profits, providing the per- 
son has the grit and will carefully 
study the business,” 

“My daughters raise sage, onian 
sets, garden seeds and poultry, all of 
which give the girls out door exercise, 
which gives them health and rosy 
cheeks.” = 

“The parents might give the daugh- 
ter a certain per cent. of the profits 
for caring for the milk from a number 
of cows, and dairy products are al- 
ways in demand.” 

“One' who has nn eye for the beau- 
tiful, joined to an idea of the eternal 
fitness of things and a litile tact, could 
retrim hats, furnishing her own ma- 
terials.” J 

“Tomatoes, string beans and catsup 
can be put up in cans and bottles, 
which will always find ready sale. The 
girls who do plain sewing are gen- 
erally well compensated.” 

“There are busy housekeepers in 
the country that would bè too glad to 
know of some girl of a neighbor who 
would come in and help them in an 
emergency, like unexpected company, 
Illness, etc., paying them well.” 

“On a farm a girl can very profita- 
bly engage her time, after assisting 
with the househojd duties, by cultivat- 
ing a patch of berries which will 
bring a fair price In the market. A 
patch of beans or onions is a very 
profitable crop.” ’ 

“Our oldest girl takes most of the 
care of an aplary of fifty or sixty 
swarms of bees, spring count. She 
owns five-seventeantlis of” the ‘bees 
now, having purchased the same with 
money earned by caring for them a 
few yars ago on shares.” 

“Running a farm is an excellent oc- 
cupation for yirls and is no disgrace. 
It is honorable, healthy and good in 
every way. They can run father’s 
farm the same as the brothers do, with 
equal honor, propriety, health and in- 
come, and thus become independent 
of others for support.” 

“There is a great opening for the 
girls on the farm in the line of .Iress- 
making.. If some of our farmers’ 
daughters would s art in that business 
they would In a short time (if ‘hor 
oughly competent) get all -the work 
they could do, and it would be more 
remunerative than school teaching, or 
any other work that-girls usually do 
when employed away from home.” 

“But, girls, wha'ever you do !f you 
wish to make n success of your under- 
taking you must learn to do your work 
neatly and well.” 

These suggest a varie y of occupa- 
tions, and almost any girl who wishes 
to earn her own xpending money, or 
lay up a snug little sum for future 
needs, should be abie to select one 
that is suited to her own neighborhood 
and herself. 


Home-Made Cabbage Cutter. 

We depict herewith a very useful 
cabbage-cutter. It has n frame made 
of maple or othe: tine grained wood, 
an inch and a quarter thick. The bot- 
tom is four feet long and one foot wide. 
The sides are the same in length -and 
four Inches wide. At one end pleces 
shaped hax shown in the engraving, 
four inches wide and four inches long 
on top, sloping to twelve inches, are 
firmly at.ached. One inch above the 
bottom are grooves half an inch deep 
and the same in width, extending the 
entire length of each. Above the cen- 
tre of the bottom a hole is cut, three 
inches square, in which three knives 
are set diagonally and nearly flatwise, 
the edge being slightly higher than 
the backs. The cutting-box is twelve 
inches square and ten inches deep, 
made of inch boards. A half-inch

cleat of tine, hardwood ix screwed to 
each side, a little less than an inch 


from the bottom. These cleats run 
freely in the grooves nt the sides. A 
round hole ten inches in dlameter is 
cut in the bottom of the box. The 
mo:ion fs imparted to the box by a 
crank upon which plays a pitman, 
hinged to the box has shown above. 
The cover tits down snugly into the 
box, and is held in place by a strap of 
iron, bent as shown fn the engraving; 
and provided at the ends with knobs 
of indla-rubber which press upon the 
outside of the box, holding the cover 
down. The cabbage or roots to be cut 
are placed in the box, the cover press 
ed down upon them, and then, by the 
revolutions of the crank shaft, the box 
plays back and forth over the diagonal 
knives. The litter may be set to cut 
more or less rapidly, as desired. 


Pig-pens which stand high on posts, 
with an open space beneath the floor, 
are cold places In winter, despite straw 
hedding. It saves feed and adds io 
the health and comfort of the pigs to 
“bank up” such pens or otherwise keep 
the winds from whistling under them 
and through the floors. 


Sheep should always be provided 
with salt. It aids dige't'on and pre 
vents disease. rad

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ANCIENT ROMAN SEASONING: | 


The Gormands Took Medicine and | 
Foods Together: 1 

Of recent years. several men who: 
have indulged freely thair taste of high 
living have died as a result of a too | 
hearty meal or because some one of | 
the dishes failed to agree with them. 
In this decidedly practical age, while 
the physical part of man is neglected 
in the mental stress of the times, at | 
the same time, strangely enough, much 
attention is being given to our physical | 
welfare. One is the result of the other, 
of course. A boxer undergoes a care-| 
ful medical examination before he en- 
ters the ring. 

In these days of luxurious feasts, | 
where the digestion is severely taxed | 
as the palate is pleased, it is not un-! 
likely that the services of a physician | 
may play n not unimportant part. This | 
Will not be an innovation, however, for 
the custom {solder than the Christian | 
era, but it is unlikely that, like the 
Romans, we will ever mix medicines 
with the food, so that they may serve; 
at the same time ns a sensoning and a 
remedy. 

In a preparation of a Roman feast 
the doctor made out the menu and 
gave it to the head cook or purveyor, 
who obtained the articles mentioned in 
it. The Romans seasoned their meat 
with ruc, parsley seed, cumin, marsh- 
mallows and nettles and distributed 
freely throughout thefr meals pepper, 
honey, salt, vinegar, raisins, mustard, 
oil, rue, mastic and cardamoms. Vege. 
tables were prepared with niter to 
make them look green, a practice not 
entirely unknown in modern times. 
The following is one of the singular 
recipes that have come dowu through 
the dark ages: “Bruise in a mortar 
parsley seed, dried peunyroyal, dried 
mint, ginger, coriander, stoned raisins, 
with honey, vinegar, oil and wine. Put 
in a‘ stewpan with three crusts of 
bread the flesh of a pullet. vestine 
cheese, pine kernels, small onions, 
minced fine, and, cucumbers. Pour 
soup over the mixture and serve in a 
stewpan, garnished with snow." Itis 
presumed that the ingredients required 
in it had been previously cooked. 

The quentities of food served were 
| something astonishing. Julius Cæsar, 
when he gave his triumphal feast, Lad 
three tons of lampreys served at bis ta- 
ble, and when Hortensius passed away 
to a world where gormandizing is un- 
known he left behind as being incon- 
venient to take along with him 10,000 
pipes of those strong wines, seasoned 
With asafetida and other abominations, 
a single glass of which would drive a 
modern wine drinker crazy.

casional period of fasting thrown in.—

These acids serve to elimjnate 
from the body oini:'ous matters, 
which, if retained, would make the 
brain heavy and dull or bring about 
Jaundice or skin eruptions and other 
troubles. The ancient practice of tak- 
ing apple sauce with roast pork, rich 
goose and like dishes ‘s based on sci- 
entific reasons. Th> ma'e ac'ad of ripe 
apples, either raw cr co kei, will neu- 
tralize any excess of chalky matter 
engenilered by eating too much meat.

Pear and the plum whonp taken ripe 
and without sugar, diminish acidity in 
the stomach rather than provide R. 
Their vezetale saits and Juices are 
converted into alkaline carbonates, 
which tend to courternet acidity. A 
good, ripe, raw apple is one of the 
easiest vegetate substances for the 
Stomach to deal with. the whole pro- 
cess of its digescion heling completed 
in eighty-five minu e~. 

Resides these med'c'nal qualities of 
the apple, it has great virtue for local 
applications. The paring of an apple 
cut somewhat thiek, is an ancient 
remedy for iutlzmo.) eyes. being tied 
on at night when ke mitient goes to 
bed, In Francs a common remedy for 
inflamed eyes is an apnle poultice, 
the apple being roasted and Its pulp 
applied over the eye without nny in» 
tervening sub=tarnce.—Fri it World.

Burned Cobs fer Hegs. 

Burned corncobs, if you have no 
charcoal, mixel wih some wood 
ashes and n very little salt kept where 
the hogs can get at it, is one of the 
best regulators that hogs can be giv- 
en to keep them in healthy condition. 
As to the manner of burning these 
cobs, one breeder says to dig a hole 
In the ground five foet deep, one foot 
in diameter at the bottom and five 
feet at the top, using this hole as a 
charcoal pit. Into this pit place some 
combustible matter and ignite. To 
this gradually add dry corncobs until 
the pit is full, ter the flames have 
thoroughly penetrated these cobs 
plsce over the pit a shee: fron cover 
so as to exclude the alr, If there are 
any crevices around the edge It should 
be covered with soll. In the course 
of ten or twelvo hours the charcoal 
will be ready for use. This charcoal 
may he fed alone to hogs or mixed in 
the following way: Six bushels of 
corncob charcoal, eight pounds of 


s phosphorus’ ed a soldier mounted on

salt, two quarts of alr slacked lime 
and one bushel of wood ashes. The 
charcoal should be broken up fine and 
these subs‘ances thoroughly mixed to- 
gether. One writer adds to this ralx- 
ture one and one-quarter pounds of 
copperas, which he dissolves in hot 
water, afterward sprinkling this over 
the mixture, 

The mixture may then be fed to 
hogs at certain Intervals, or, what is 
better, It may be placed where the 
hogs can have free access to it at all 
times.—Indiana Farmer, 

Getting Rid of Woodchucks. 

Bi-sulphide of carbon will smother 
the pests In thelr dens. Saturate a 
rag with two tablespoonfuls of the 
stuff and push it down the hole as far 
as you can, then stop the hole tight 
with sods or earth and go away sor- 
rowfully for you have committed mur- 
der, [Bl-sulphide of carbon is very ex- 
plosive after boling exposed to the air, 
rather the gas from it is explosive, 
80 «lo not Hight matches or smoke ci- 
gars while doing this.

After Jacob placed the rods of gecen 
poplar and hazel and chestnut in the 
watering troughs the startling and far 
reaching effect prodaced upon the anl- 
mals is not to be wondered at. If 
you place a stick in the water, by the 
laws of reflection that wool may seem 
to become a creature of life. L remem- 
ber when a lad once dropping my fish- 
ing pole, and as it lay at the -bottom 
of the brogk the ripples made that rod 
look like n long serpent wriggling up- 
stream. As these cattle stoop to drink 
I see them start back ns though a ven- 
cmous hissing snake was lifting up 
his fatal fangs to strike. My text pre- 
sents one of the best iugtances to be 
found in literature of the far reaching 
effect of the mind over the physical 
body.

Plac- 
ing the three sledges round tue edge 
of the hole,-we banked them tn the 
snow; then we took a tarpaulin from 
one of the sledges and with walrus 
hide rope improvised n sort of roof 
over our dugout. 

The dogs dug holes In the snow and 
settled down comfortably to sleep. 
They were almost Immediately covered 
with snow. 

At this tine the thermometer stood 
35 below zero. We could not tell 
whether it was actually snowing or 
whether the snow was only being driv- 
en by the wind; but, at any rate, the 
alr was filled with it, and tne prospect 
was anything but exhilarating. We 
lined the bottom of the hole with furs, 
got our sleeping bags and prepared for 
a long siege. 

As we were without fuel, we had to 
eat cold food. Frozen reindeer meat 
taken raw is not an appetizing dish, 
but this, together with hard bread and 
pounded soup ball, formed our diet for 
the next few days. Ip this snowy pris- 
on we were held for four days, and we 
were obliged to climb ont every three 
or four hours and relieve the tarpau- 
lin of the welght of snow. Our furs 
were damp, caused by our breath, 
which congealed and thawed again 
from the warmth of the body. To say 
the very least, we were extremely un- 
comfortable. 

At last it got so bad that I gave or- 
ders to burn one of the sledges, nnd 
that day we fensted on bot tea. 

To while away the tedious hours I 
gave my arctic friends some lessons in 
astronomy, uging snowballs as object 
lessons. On the side of our excavation 
I made a rough bas-relief of the great 
Masonic temple in Chicago. They 
looked at it very politely, but I could 
see that they took me for the past 
master of lying. 

I told them all about elections, tele- 
phones, phonographs and railroads, and 
gathered from their expressions that 
they thought I had gone mad from the 
cold and exposure. They looked at one 
another and muttered, “Duroc! Duroc!" 
which In Russian for crazy.

if any person or persons, firm or cor- 
poration within the said election dis- 
tricts, shall directly or indirectly, 
sell or otherwise dispose of, by wap 
of barter,-any such liquors, medicated 
bitters or alcoholic compounds, or 
shall therein take any order or orders 
therefore, then such person or persons, 
the members of such firm, and the 
directors, trustees, or managers of such 
corporation aslmall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof 
in the Circuit Court for Wicomico 
county, or before any justice of the 
peace thereof shall for the first offense 
be fined and pay a sum of not less 
than fifty dollars, or be confinéd in 
the county jail, or imthe Maryland 
House of Correction in the dis‘retion 
of the Court for not leas than three 
nor more than six months, or may be 
both fined and imprisoned in the dis- 
cretion of the Court; and for every 
subsequent offense shall upon convic- 
tion asaforesaid be fined not less than 
fifty dollars and be also confined in 
the county jail or the Maryland House 
of Correction for not less than six 
months nor more than one year; but 
if any such liquors, medicated bitters 
or alcoholic compounds be sold or disa- 
posed of on Sunday or to any minor, 
the party or parties co offending, on 
conviction as aforesaid, shall for every 
such offense be fined not less than 
fifty dollars and confined in the Mary- 
land House of Correction for not less 
than six nor more than twelve months.

its best to do the work thrown upon it. 
If it cannot run at full speed It will run 
at whatever speed It can. As the speed 
decreases the current through the mo- 
tor Increnses, and the motor adjusts it- 
self to that speed at which the turning 
effort is sufficient to cause rotation and 
co the work. If the effort demanded 
of the motor is so great that the cur- 
rent which passes through it when 
standing still is not sufficient to cause 
rotation the motor will, of course, not 
turn, but the current will continue to 
fow unless interrupted by a suitable 
mechanism.

@trange Story Concerning Powder 

Magasine Explosion. 
“Cope Whitehouse, the authority on 
Bgyptology and other branches of sci- 
ence, discussing the recent explosion ‘at 
Woolwichin the Newport Herald, re 
lates the following story. which, he 
says was toic by Sir Benjamin Baker 
at a dinner of the Smeatonian club, an 
association of British civil engiucers, 
whieh was attended by Mr. White- 
house:

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“PARADISE LOST.” 


Incldents of -the Attempted Sale of 
the Orizinal Manuéeript. 

After all, the original manuscript of 
the first book of Milton’s “Paradise 
Lost" ae unsold. It was offered 
for sale und€r the hninmer a few days 
ago by Mr, T. Hodge at Messrs. Bothe- 
by’s establishment in Wellington 
street. Strand, but failed to realize the 
reserve price of £5,000. The historic 
tauniscript is the property of Mr. Hen 
ry C. Baker of Bayfordbury, who was 
present in the auction room, and it has 
been in his family since 1772, when 
it was Inherited by his great-great- 
grandfather, Willlam Baker, from 
Richard Tonson, brother cf the young- 
er Jucob Tonson, This William Baker 
was the eldest son of Sir Wiliam 
Baker, M. P, fur Herts, who married 
in 1742 Mary Tonson, duugliter of the 
younger Jacob Tonson. 

Buyers from all parts of the kingdom 
and from Paris aud Berlin were pres- 
ent yesterday, and rucely before has 
the little hall contained so many not- 
able literary folk. At 3 o'clock Mr. 
Hodge mounted the rostrum and in in- 
troducing the “lot” remarked: 

“I think there is nothing to say about 
this manuscript because everything 
that Is known has been published. It is 
the manuscript subinitted to the print- | 
er and, no doubt. therefore, read 
through to Milton. I am sure it is no 
exaggeration to say that it is the most 
important volume from a national point 
of view that we have ever had, and I 
think this may be sald of any other 
firm. Now, what will you offer for it?’ 

A period of silence followed as the 
manuscript, inclosed in a glass frame, 
was handed round “or the inspection of 
the assembly. Thea a voice from one 
corner sald, “Fifty pounds.” This was 
Dr. Ginsburg, and his offer aroused 
some merriment. Mr. Hodge snid he 
would give £100 for it, and Mr. Snow- 
den, the manager ‘of his firm, sitting on 
his right, immediately doubled this fg- 
ure. Both gentlemen then bid against 
one another, and no other person ven- 
tured to interrupt the- competition un: | 
til £3000 was reached, when Mr. 
Snowden retired, he being  com- | 
missioned for “a private individual” | 
not to bid any higher. Mr. Ellis of 
Messrs. Elvey & Ellis thereupon offer- 
ed nn extra hundred, and he soon 
brought up the price against Mr. Hodge 
to £4,700. The auctioneer then bid 
£5,000, remarking that it was not near- 
ly enough for so valuable n possessk a. j 
There was no other offer, nnd the ham- 
mer fell seven minutes after the nuc- 
tion had commenced. Mr. Hodge sub- 
sequentiy said, “IE am sorry to tell you 
the Wook Is not sold.” The spectators 
soon left the room, many observing that 


it was n pood thing the manuseript-was}- 


not going to America. 

Mr. Hodge was besieged, however, by 
n few zealous buyers, and in reply to 
their questions he said: 

“I do not think the manuscript will 
be offered aganin for auction, but it may 
be sold privately, as Mr. Baker, for 
whom I was acting, now knows its 
actual value. There is no truth in the 
statement that Mr. Pierpont Morgan or 
any one else made us n private offer of 
£30,000 or even $50,000 for It. But I am 
not surprised at this because It is not a 
treasure that would appeal to all mil- 
Honaires, Now, If it were gorgeously 
illuminated, the case might bave been 
different, and some of they might Lave 
come forward.”’— London Telegraph.

Talmage 
Sermon 


By Rev. 
Frank De Witt 
Taimage. D.D. 


Los Angeles, Cal, April 24.—in this 
| sermon the preacher announces the di- 

vine amnesty to all who repent, and 
sinners of every degree are urged to 
accept the offer which is made with a 
royal magnanimity and completeness 
that put human forgiveness to shame 
by vomparison, The text is Psalm 
l, 7, “Wash me, and I shall be whiter 
than snow.” 

“Absurd Wimile,” you say; “that state- 
ment cannot be scientifically true. 
There is nothing whiter than the snow, 
any more than there is anything deader 
than death, or blacker than black, or 
redder than arterial blood, or emptier 
than a vacuum,” 

Snow, from a chemist’s standpoint, 
hag a superlative whiteness, The pur- 
est of all vapors is that found far up 
in the heavers.. Along comes a sudden 
cold wave and it freezes that vapor in- 
to snowflakes, just as that cold wave 
can freeze falling raindrops into hall- 
stones which patter upon the pave 
ment. Then as that snowflake slowly 
drops through the alr it comes to us 
as white as It‘fs possible for anything 
to be. And yet there is a sense in 
which the psalmist is right in saying 
that God can wash away our sins un- 
til we become whiter than snow,” the 
pure snow, the spotless, wind driven 
snow. 

The Poet's “License. 

What you state about the snow is 
literally true. Scientifically, there can 
be nothing “ hiter than snow.” But 
you must interpret these words of my 
text with the figurative license of the 
poet. When you see through poetic 
eyes and hear through poetic pars you 
can see sights'and hear sounds never 
analyzed in any laboratory or classi- 
fled by any earthly acoustician. I re- 
member that some years ago in a ser- 
mon 1 described myself as walking 
through an orchard and lying down 
under the branches of an old apple 
tree nnd listening to a long conversa- 
tion between two apples on the tree 
overhead. One apple wanted to live 
only for self. It wanted to hold on to 
that tree branch until its flush of 
bealth died away and it became 
wrinkled and brown and decayed and’ 
fell to the ground to be trampled under 
foot by the swine. The other apple 
was willing to die in order that others 
might live. This second apple wanted 
to be pulled off to adorn the Thanks- 
giving banquet table, or to be earried 
as a gift to the invalid’s room, or to be 
stowed away in the ship's hull for an 
arctic explorer,+or to be crushed is 
the press that ‘the cider might sparkle 
and glow with; life.

THE OCEAN NEWSPAPER. 

fé Geta: It Entit news Hee by 
Wirelles Telegra ' 

Hach succeeding season “sees some. 
addition to the facilities afforded ocean 
voyagers, Luxurions private suits, 
grill rooms and children’s play rooms 
have been accepted as common com- 
forts during the past few years, and 
now comes the’ most thoroughly up‘ to 
date of the liner’s manifold attractiong 
—the ocean newspaper, which bas been 
made a regular feature of a few of the 
big transatlantic steamships, 

The ocean newspaper has the distinc- 
tion of being the only publication in 
the world that receives its entire news 
service by wireless telegraph. Though 
it has not yet attained the dignity of 
a daily, it will just ns soon as the de- 
velopment of the wireless system 
makes it possible to keep up commu- 
nication with land throughout the voy 
age. By another season.or two at the 
most copies of the ocean dally will 
doubtless be delivered at the stateroom 
door of each passenger every morning, 
while the big dailies ashore will be 
printing dispatches dated “On board 
the Majestic” or St. Paul or Minne- 
apolis, as the case may be. For the 
present there are two isues of this 
novel periodical on each round voyage, 
published the day before reaching land 
on either side of the Atlantic., 

The first permanent ocean newspa- 
per was brought out on the steamship 
Philadelphia under the title of the 
Marconi Bulletin, which has since been 
changed to the American Line News, 
The initial number appeared in April 
lust, nnd though it was not of impos- 
ing proportions, consisting of only four 
small pages, it contained a number of 
terse paragraphs giving the -passens 
gers thelr first news of the British re- 
verse jn Somaliland, the marriage of 
W. K. Vanderbilt and other matters of 
current interest. 

The telegraph matter that appears 
in the columns of the Atlantic news- 
paper is supplied by the principal news 
agencies on either side of the ocean 
nnd is transmitted to eastbound steam- 
ers by the Marconi station at the Liz- 
ord and to westbound vessels by the 
one nt Nantucket. It is taken down 
nnd written out by the Marconi opera- 
tor on board and edited by the purser, 
who adds what might be called the lo- 
cal department, any Interesting news 
Items about the ship and her voyage. 
Then the whole paper is set up and 
printed by the ship's printer so as to 
be distributed to the passengers about 
twenty-four hours before they land. 

From the eagerness with which the 
passengers soan the. brief dispatches 
set forth through the wireless press it 
is evident that the ocean going news- 
paper is a decided success anil is high- 
ly appreciated by its readers, even 
though its circulation is somewhat 
limited. Already Its field has been ex- 
tended to the other ships of the Phila- 
delphia’s Nne—the New York, the St. 
Louis and the St. Paul—and to the 
Freeland, Kroonland, Zeeland and Va- 
derland of the Red Star line. 


The Power of Interest. 

A striking instance of the power of 
interesting work and study to put new 
life and new temperament even into 
hardened criminals is related by Pro- 
fessor Joseph Le Conte in his auto- 
biography. It occurred in 1882 nt the 
prison in Carson City, Nev. 

Fossil footprints apparently of men 
and animals had been found in the 
sandstone of the prison yard, and Pro- 
fessor Le Conte, who at once went 
thither, secured the ald of the con- 
victs to blast out the specimens and 
holp him find more. 

“They enjoyed the investigation in- 
tensely,” he wrote, “and worked very 
intelligently. We entirely forgot that 
they were criminals and some of them 
murderers, and all worked together 
with interest, 

“The effect of their work and inter- 
est in it was wonderful. Before dull 
nnd sullen, they became bright, eager, 
cheerful and happy. What a reforma- 
tory measure such wotk would be if It 
could be contisued indefinitely!” 

Students of penology long ago dis- 
covered the value of original work in 
reform schools, Yet with all the ad. 
vance they have been able te make in 
these institutions, what a change the 
opportunity to work with such a man 
as Professor Le Conte would effect in 
any one of them! 


His Thumb Mark. 

The Boston papers say that one of 
the infirmities of age from which Ed- 
ward Atkinson, the economist, laventor 
of the Alladin oven, suffers is such 
unsteadiness that he no longer uses a 
pen, but employs a rubber stamp in 
signing his name. This is done even 
on checks of small or large amount. 
As such a signature is not legal, Mr. 
Atkinson renders it so by attesting it 
according to the Bertillon system. He 
inks the ball of his thumb on a pad 
end leaves the imprint on the check, 
ns much as to say “Edward Atkinson, 
his thumb.”
